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SUMMARY

Finance:    Fifty-seven  percent  of  all  sales  were  for  cash,  28  percent 
involved  mortgages,  and  15  percent  were  contracts  for  deed.  Of 
the  sales  involving  credit,   59  percent  were  financed  by  sellers, 
34  percent  by  third  parties  taking  new  mortgages,  and  7  percent 
by  as  sume  d  nor tg ages. 

Buyers:    Farmers  bought  70  percent  of  all  tracts,  the  lowest  percentage 
since  the  beginning  of  the  survey.    Eighty- six  percent  of  the 
farmer  buyers  were  owner- operator s ,  11  percent  were  tenants,  and 
3  percent  vrere  farmers'  sons  and  laborers. 

Sellers;     Individuals  sold  59  percent  of  the  tracts;  estates,  6  percent 
all  corporations,  15  Dercent •  state  governments.  6  oercent;  and 
county  governments,  14  percent. 

Resales:  Six  percent  of  the  sales  were  resales  of  tracts  purchased 
during  the  preceding  24  months ,  The  average  increase  in  price 
for  resales  was  3  5  percent.

Land  prices,  -  as  measured  by  the  average  index  of  17  selected 
counties,  have  continued  the  upward  trend  in  the  3d  quarter;  however, 
the  rise  was  more  pronounced  than  in  the  last  several  quarters  (table  1),  2/ 
Land  prices,  for  the  3d  quarter  of  1945,  were  3  percent  higher  than  for 
the  preceding  quarter,  8  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  of 
1944,  and  79  percent  higher  than  at  the  beginning  of  1941. 

In  4  counties — Haskell,  Judith  Basin,  Brown,  and  Haakon — the  index 
(1942  =  100)  for  this  quarter  was  the  highest  reached  in  this  study. 
In  9  counties,  the  index  was  higher  than  in  the  preceding  quarter.  Of 
those  counties  with  a  lower  index,  4  were  only  slightly  lower  than  that 
of  the  previous  quarter  when  the  highest  index  was  attained. 

The  average  price  per  acre  compared  with  last  quarter  was  higher 
in  9  counties  and  lower  in  8  counties  (table  2).    As  compared  with  a 
year  ago,  the  average  price  per  acre  this  quarter  was  higher  in  13 
counties  and  lower  in  4  counties.    Since  the  beginning  of  the  survey, 
the  average  price  per  acre  was  at  the  highest  point  in  Haskell,  Howard, 
and  Ward  Counties. 

The  land  sold  this  quarter  was  lower  in  quality  than  that  sold 
either  in  the  preceding  quarter  or  in  the  3d  quarter  of  1944,  The 


1/    Recorded  land  transfers  from  county  records  and  other  available 
sources.     Data  for  Montana  and  North  Dakota  were  developed  under  co- 
operative agreements  with  the  Montana  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
and  the  North  Dakota  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.    South  Dakota  and 
Kansas  counties  were  developed  under  informal  cooperation  with  Agricultural

2/    The  index  series  for  the  North  Dakota  counties  and  Haakon  County, 
South  Dakota  were  constructed  from  the  quarterly  average  prices  per 
acre  of  tracts  containing  various  proportions  of  crop  and  grazing  land. 
The  index  numbers  for  all  other  counties  were  constructed  from  quarterly 
average  ratios  of  sales  prices  to  assessed  valuation  according  to  the 
method  described  in  "Index  of  Farm  Real  Estate  Prices  for  Selected- 
Counties  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains  States,"  Res.  Memo.  No.  18, 
February  1944,     The  average  index  series  for  the  seventeen  counties  was 
derived  from  the  county  series  by  giving  each  county  the  weight  of  one. 
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The  measure  used  for  quality  was  determined  by  the  average  assessed 
value  per  acre  in  13  counties  for  which  assessments  are  available. 
In  8  of  13  counties,  the  land  was  lower  in  quality  this  quarter  than 
last  quarter.     In  spite  of  lower  quality  land  having  been  sold,  the 
index  continued  to  rise  since  the  index  is  computed  to  take  into  account 
the  variations  in  quality  of  land. 

Land  prices  have  continued  to  rise  as  the  result  of  increased 
purchasing  power  after  another  year  of  excellent  crop  production  and 
high  prices  for  farm  commodities.     Local  informants  report  that  relatively 
few  of  the  better  tracts  of  land  and  complete  farm  units  have  been  offered 
for  sale,  end  that  the  number  of  potential  buyers  exceed  the  number  of 
sellers.    As  a  consequence,  when  a  good  tract  of  land  is  offered  for 
sale,  the  bidding  up  of  land  prices  is  prevalent.     In  Haskell  County, 
it  is  reported  that  royalties  received  by  land  owners  through  the 
development  of  natural  gas  fields  has  enhanced  land  prices, 

volume;  of  saies 

The  number  of  sales  this  quarter  totaled  452,  which  is  7  percent 
more  than  in  the  same  quarter  of  1944  (table  3).     This  is  a  reversal 
of  the  trend  of  the  past  year.     The  number  of  sales  this  quarter  com- 
pared with  a  year  ago  increased  in  7  counties,  decreased  in  9  counties, 
and  remained  the  same  in  1  county. 

Although  there  were  more  sales  this  quarter  than  a  year  ago,  a 
smaller  acreage  was  transferred.     The  only  exception  to  this  occurred 
in  Haakon  County.    Using,  as  a  measure,  the  acreage  sold  as  a  proportion 
of  lend  in  farms,  the  smallest  volume  of  sales  was  in  Judith  Easin  and 
Deuel  Counties,  and  the  largest  was  in  Haakon,  Brown,  and  Adams  Counties. 
Approximately  0.9  percent  of  the  total  land  area  of  the  17  counties  was 
sold  this  quarter. 

During  the  past  quarter,   24  distress  transfers  wore  recorded, 
vThich  was  9  more  than  in  the  same  period  of  a  year  ago  (table  3),  Nine 
of  these  wore  foreclosures,  13  were  tax  titles,  1  was  a  bankruptcy  sale, 
and  1  was  an  assignment.     In  Haakon  County,  10  tax  titles  wore  recorded, 
which  was  the  largest  number  of  distress  transfers  filed  in  any  of  the 
counties  this  quarter.    All  of  the  distress  transfers  recorded  in 
Howard,  Lancaster,  Morton,  and  Stutsman  were  foreclosures. 

FINANCE  OF  LAND  SAL3S 

The  proportion  of  cash  sales  was  the  lowest  since  the  4th  quarter 
of  1943.     The  proportion  of  cash-mortgage  sales  was  the  highest  since 
the  1st  quarter  of  1944,  and  the  proportion  of  contracts  for  deed  was 
higher  than  last  quarter,  due  largely  to  the  largo  number  recorded  in 
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Haakon  County  in  connection  with  sales  of  county  land.    Nearly  two- thirds 
of  the  contracts  for  deed  wore  in  Ward  and  Haakon  Counties,     Of  all  tho 
sales,  57  percent  were  cash  sales,  28  percent  were  cash- mortgage  sales, 
and  15  percent  wore  contracts  for  deed  (table  4).    All  of  the  sales 
reported  in  Fallon  County  were  cash  sales.    More  than  half  of  the  sales 
in  Howard,  Lancaster,  Brookings,  and  Clay  were  cash-mortgage  sales. 

The  sellers  of  land  again  supplied  most  of  the  credit  used  to 
finance  land  sales  (table  5).    Fifty-nine  percent  of  tho  purchasers, 
using  credit  obtained  it  from  sellers,  34  percent  from  third  parties 
taking  new  mortgages,  and  7  percent  assumed  mortgages.     The  percentage 
of  sales  involving  credit  supplied  by  sellers  was  the  lowest  in  recent 
quarters.     The  percentage  of  purchases  financed  by  third  parties  was 
lower  this  quarter  than  last.     Individuals  supplied  the  credit  for  29 
percent  of  the  sales  in  which  third  parties  took  new  mortgages;  Federal 
land  banks,  27  percent;  insurance  companies,  9  percent;  commercial 
banks,  22  percent;  and  others,  13  percent. 

The  average  equity  of  the  buyer  in  mortgage  sales  was  42  percent 
and  19  percent  in  contracts  for  deed  (table  4),     In  only  2  counties-- 
Haskell  end  Deuel--was  the  buyer's  equity  in  excess  of  50  percent; 
however,  in  these  counties,  only  a  single  mortgage  was  reported. 
Contracts  for  deed  were  reported  from  6  counties,  and  in  3  of  the  so 
counties,  the  average  equity  was  less  than  20  percent. 

Interest  rates  ranged  from  3  to  8  percent  in  the  mortgages  used 
to  finance  land  sales.     The  range  in  three-fourths  of  the  mortgages 
was  from  4  to  6  percent.     The  interest  rate  in  nearly  a  half  of  the 
mortgages  was  4  percent;  and  in  nearly  a  fourth  of  the  mortgages,  5 
percent  (table  6),     The  range  in  interest  rates  on  mortgages  by  in- 
dividuals was  wider  than  oth^r  lenders,    With  the  exception  of  commercio.1 
banks,  the  interest  rates  on  mortgages  made  by  corporations  ranged  from 
4  to  6  percent, 

Tho  length  of  time  in  which  the  mortgages  vrcre  to  be  repaid  and 
the  predominating  length  of  time  for  repayment  by  the  various  typos 
of  lenders  are  as  follows;

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In  approximately  24  percent  of  the  mortgages,  the  terms  of  repay- 
ment were  not  readily  available.     Of  those  in  which  the  period  of  repay- 
ment could  bo  determined,  41  percent  of  the  mortgages  had  a  repayment 
period  of  5  years  or  less;  21  percent,  more  then  5  years  to  10  years; 
and  38  percent,  more  than  10  years. 

This  quarter,  the  mortgage  indebtedness  ranged  from  10  percent  to 
nearly  100  percent  of  the  sales  price.     Sixty-one  percent  of  the 
mortgages  were  51  percent  or  more  of  the  sales  price,  which  is  pro- 
portionately more  than  last  quarter.     The  average  mortgage  debt  per 
acre  exceeded  the  1941  average  price  per  acre,  in  56  percent  of  the 
sales  involving  mortgages  in  the  3d  quarter  of  1945,  in  the  preceding 
quarter,  51  percent, 

BuHRS 

Farmers  vie  re  the  buyers  in  70  percent  of  the  sales  and  nonf&rmers 
in  30  percent  (table  7)»    The  percentage  of  farmer  buyers  was  the 
lowest  this  quarter  of  any  since  the  beginning  of  the  survey,  neverthe- 
less, the  percentage  continued  to  remain  high.    During  tho  past  year, 
there  has'  been  a  steady  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  farmer  buyers,  A 
larger  share  of  the  farmer  buyers  were  owner- operators  this  quarter 
than  last  quarter,    Sighty-six  percent  of  these  farmers  wore  owner- 
operators,  11  percent  were  tenants,  and  3  percent  were  either  farmers* 
sons  or  laborers,    A  third  of  the  nonfamers  were  residents  of  the 
counties  or  adjacent  counties, 

S3LI3RS 

The  number  of  sales  by  individuals  continued  to  exceed  all  of  tho 
oth^r  types  of  sellers  in  the  number  cf  sales.     Of  all  tho  sales  this 
quarter,  individuals  were  sellers  in  59  percent;  estates,  6  percent; 
all  of  the  corporations,  which  include  tho  insurance  companies, 
commercial  banks,  Federal  land  banks,  and  other  corporations,  15 
percent;  state  governments,  6  percent;  and  county  governments,  14 
percent  (table  8),     Of  tho  individual  sellers,  25  percent  were  owner- 
operators,  63  percent  were  nonoporator s,  and  12  percent  were  unclassi- 
fied,    Tho  only  counties  in  which  loss  than  50  percent  of  the  sellers 
were  individuals  were  Howard,  Stutsman  and  Haakon,    Corporations  sold 
proportionately  fowor  farms  this  quarter  than  last.     State  governments 
made  proportionately  more  sales  this  quarter  than  in  recent  quarters. 
Most  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  state  sales  occurred  in  the 
North  Dakota  counties.     The  number  of  sales  by  tho  counties  increased 
this  quarter  over  that  of  tho  past  quarter.     The  largest  portion  of  tho 
increase  occurred  in  the  South  Dakota  counties,  particularly  in  Haakon 
County, 
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RESALES 


The  proportion  of  tracts  sold  this  quarto r  that  had  boon  purchased 
in  tho  pro  coding  24  months  was  6  percent.     This  is  tho  lowest  propor- 
tion in  more  than  a  year.     Cut  of  a  total  number  of  28  resales,  18  had 
boon  resold  in  6  months  or  loss,  4  from  over  6  to  12  months,  2  from  over 
12  to  18  months,  and  4  from  over  18  to  24  months  (table  9).     The  highest 
percentage  of  resales,  38  percent,  occurred  in  Goshan  County.  Seven 
of  tho  counties  had  no  resales  this  quarter. 

The  average  increase  in  price  of  resales  with  full  consideration 
was  35  percent.     This  is  a  smaller  price  increase  than  occurred  in  the 
2d  quarter.    However,  a  smaller  percentage  of  resales  were  held  6 
months  or  less  in  the  2d  quarter.     The  only  counties  in  which  the  price 
incr3ase  of  tho  resales  was    50  percent  or  moro  wore  Adams  and  Ward 
Counties ,
